This is a response to the Office Action dated May 17, 2000, the period for response 
extending to July 17, 2000, by virtue of a petition and fee for a one-month extension of time 
filed concurrently herewith. Applicants hereby elect with traverse claims 1-11 of Group I for 
prosecution in the subject application. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the restriction between Groups I and II. In the 
restriction requh-ement, the Examiner asserted that claims 1-11 of Group I are directed toward 
a substantially continuous circumferential coating on a non-planar substrate, and claim 12 of 
Group II is directed toward a substantially planar heating surface. Claim 1 recites a method 
of manufacture of a substantially continuous circimiferential coating on a non-planar substrate. 
Claim 12 recites a receptacle for an optical fibre arranged to be used in a method of 
manufacture of a circumferential coating on an optical fibre. 

Thus, claims 1 and 12 are both readable on Group I as being directed to the 
manufacture of a circimiferential coating on a non-planar substrate. Applicants therefore 
submit that claim 12 should be included in the election of Group I, because claim 12 is also 
directed toward a substantially continuous circimiferential coating on a non-planar substrate. 
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Applicants reserve the right to file a divisional application covering the subject matter 
of the non-elected claims. In the meantime, receipt of the initial Office Action on the merits
